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Introduction 


The universal background of this research is, an author's attempt to conduct research and study 
of the world of IT (Internet and Technology), on improving learning achievement, if the internet 
media is used as well as possible and able to use it.

International Network (Inter-Network) or commonly referred to by the term 'Internet' generally, 
around the 1950s,(Cohen-Almagor, 2011) was originally intended for the military, in an effort to 
defense and security the country with the defense of the United States, along with the progress 
of time and technology until finally the internet became an important part in the daily activities 
of almost all humans on this earth and including for learning media, both for teachers / 
lecturers or among students and the wider community.Instead, online practices have become a 


part of young people's lives from birth and, like oxygen, water, or electricity, are assumed to be a 
form of attachment to each other (Bhavya Daya, 2013) 


Internet-based communication and information media can be used as teaching media by teachers 
ot lecturers, and can bring students to more tangible experiences or in other words student 
learning achievement will be more effective (Fryer & Bovee, 2016). Because one source of 
learning media knowledge is information from the internet, it is possible to be included in the 
primary school curriculum, in computer learning packages and the internet, so that between 
hardware, software can be in line with brain devices (brainware),(Aldiab et al, 2017) 


According (Shu & Gu, 2018) | Development of the internet in general and digital as a learning 
tool that can help them grow in their various professional responsibilities, because education 
does not recognize gender so that anyone has the right to learn with his abilities including in 
terms of online media 


Achievement of educational and teaching objectives will be better implemented using facilities 
and tools in accordance with the objectives and also have an impact on improving teaching and 
learning achievement in general. With the presence of many media as supporting learning, it will 
be easier for us to understand the learning system (Taufik et al, 2019) 


Schools as a means and medium of education and teaching are heavy responsibilities that cannot 
be taken lightly. because residents always hope that the school can produce graduates / alumni 
who are useful in the community, in this case applying it in the community or the environment, 
(Chen, 2008), Online internet for students in schools must be directed for educational purposes, 
so that the internet becomes a source of learning for teachers and students. Many assumptions 
are made about the potential for young people to make a difference for their parents or 
guardians who use the Internet.(Eynon & Helsper, 2015) 


According to (Clark, 2016) Teaching media and teaching and learning process itself is 
essentially functioning as a teaching and learning activity, can take place efficiently and by means 
of internet-based learning media as a teaching medium used by teachers in teaching and learning 
can encourage students to learn better and can improve student learning achievement. 


According to (Manwaring et al ,2017) Learning and the educational process in schools are 
basically through two-way interactions, namely teaching and learning carried out between 
teachers and students. During the course of learning activities towards the process of interaction 
between people doing learning activities, namely students with learning resources, both human 
beings, as facilitators and other assistive devices. A more general definition similar to learning is a 
relatively permanent change in behavior caused by practice or experience.(Jorgensen, 2015) 


At first learning is only in the form of curiosity and curiosity with something that is inside and 
outside, when it is called knowledge ?, When lessons / findings have been informed / notified to 
others and then provide a useful side 


Accoding(Meine & Dunn, 2017) Online education is actually an innovation of progress but also 
needs to be monitored Concerns about academic integrity and quality in online education are 
paramount for each of the three main stakeholders: faculty, studentsand educational 
administrators and the internet is one of the online learning systems that needs to be directed, in 
order to be a source of student learning 


According to (Ibieta et al, 2017) ICTs in their professional practice are the main factors 
associated with their use of ICT inside and outside the classroom; Third, teachers who are 
inexperienced use communication tools, and should be able to be used as learning media via the 
internet. 


According (Hung, 2016)Therefore teachers must have insight in the use of multi-media tools, as 
a transformation of the field of knowledge because if a teacher lags behind in the development 
of the IT world, it will make teachers increasingly missed, and this will apply to anyoneThe more 
directed the use of the internet on the positive side, the greater the benefit the user will get. 


Schools in teaching and learning activities by involving teachers or lecturers as educators and 
students, through teaching and learning interactions or the learning process. In the learning 
process, educators must understand the nature and philosophical meaning of the material being 
taught and understand the methods and learning strategies that can provide motivation / 
stimulus to students so that students' ability to learn is more motivated. (Taurino & Boni, 2018) 


The learning process is not only aimed at achieving the target material but also on understanding 
what is learned and most importantly the implementation of the material in an effort to improve 
the quality of student learning and this is inseparable from the various factors that influence it, 
one of which is the internet media as a tool in transforming teaching (Yildirim, 2017) 


Online learning is a common practice in higher education, and various principles, characteristics, 
models, and strategies that have been widely studied to improve performance and in this case is 
the use of the internet in learning resources . According to (Mambretti , et al 2016) The impact 
of the use of internet media for students is very large, especially for secondary schools and higher 
students, in addition to being social media as well as students' means of sharing knowledge and 
teaching materials (Mohammadi & Hamidi, 2011) In the learning process that has been made 
so far easier and the results or levels of students' abilities increase so students are more 
motivated, and interested in improving the quality of teaching and learning itself 


According to it was described as the integration of a successful gamification framework into a 
computer-based teaching curriculum and access to the internet, and to increase student 
motivation, academic achievement, and attitudes towards learning, with these online games 
connected to the internet, they can be used as a source of learning, as long as the game is 
educational. (Kang, Yu, & Golen, 2017) 


Following the learning process at school or when students are at home (because they can learn 
by themselves) (Anderson & Rainie, 2012) In the world of education in the West, for example, 
the internet is used as a means of changing education, especially by those who deal with 
obstacles time and geographical location (Tatarchevskiy, 2011). The internet allows students and 
professors to communicate and coordinate with each other about the progress of their research. 
Internet (Cowan, 2013) 


In assessing the quality of teaching and learning itself, the development of the internet in general 
and digitally as a learning tool can help them grow in their various professional responsibilities. 
in this study there are two research questions which according to the author must be answered 
thoroughly (1). What are the obstacles encountered in online learning (using the internet) ?, (2). 
How is the solution taken so that the internet media receives respect from students in an effort 
to improve learning achievement? 


The results and benefits of the results to be achieved by researchers in conducting research is to

Qualitative research is one's attempt to explore the main problem directly to the root of the 
problem, so it does not depend on a series of numbers. In this study the author has involved ten 
people and two teachers are referred to as participants / informants, the authors take randomly 
from several schools, so this research is not too formal in nature, and this research lasts about 14 
weeks. And the participants were also drawn from around the author's domicile, making it easier 
to coordinate information and qualitative research interviews, (J. W. Creswell, 2009)

In this study the author has involved ten people and two teachers who ate referred to as 
participants / informants, the authors randomly took from several that must be raised are 
important cases and, researchers provide solutions to schools, so this research is not too formal 
(goes naturally ), and this research lasts about 14 weeks. And the participants are also drawn 
from around the author's residence, so coordination with information and interviews is easier, 
and of course it is very important to be in every moment of qualitative research, because in 
interviews / questions and answers to participants will be read and seen, (Eisenhardt, 1989) 
Case studies are general social research, which contains one or several social cases in the 
community that must be completed thoroughly by researchers.

In addition to the five indicators there are of course three things that also affect the level of 
success in using internet media as learning media, among others: 


(1) There is a need for the skills and intelligence of teachers and students in the use of the media 
itself, because in the operation of a system there are procedures / instructions for their use. And 
this needs to be mastered by the teacher and the student concerned. 


(2) To run / operate internet media, it requires a fairly large cost, because it must have, 
samratphone, modem / pc and laptop, as well as quota (which must be purchased), and is 
supported by a network model that is of sufficient quality of speed when used in the capacity of 
enough people. 


(3). To apply internet media as a medium of teaching materials, it is necessary to prepare both 
the hardware, software,and intelligent HR devices (Brainware)

According (Internet-live-stats, 2016),The internet can also be used as a learning medium, by 
referring to learning sites that are already available, so that it can retrieve material or subject 
matter in its learning program, by using the concept of e-learning as a content-based learning 
media , and of course learning material related to learning science and the needs of computers 
and the internet have become the main thing, in increasing knowledge by learning computers 
and the internet as a medium for learning resources.(Zwozdiak-Myers, 2012) 


According (Ray, 2018),Technologycal difficulties are few, and findings indicate that multimedia 
options encourage the use and development of technology skills, increasing the time spent by 
teachers to edit and revise assignments, so that with the presence of multi media and the 
internet, assignments will be assisted and students can develop their knowledge 
(Haythornthwaite, 2005). Thus there is a synergy between the internet as learning needs and the

Learning achievement is the result achieved by a student when carrying out a task or activity as a 
student in teaching and learning activities that he follows and learning achievement is the result
